“Behold the Fowls of the Air” | 


To guard us against anxiety, our 
Lord Jesus spoke many parables and 
precepts. Speaking of the Father’s care, 
He said: “Behold the fowls of the air: 
for they sow not, neither do they reap, 
nor gather into barns; yet your heavenly 
Father feedeth them. Are ye not much 
better than they?” (Matt. 6:26.) All 
bird lovers know that the winter home 
of the common chimney swift has been 


a complete mystery. But Time (Nov. 

, 1944) now gives a clew, with other 
interesting details: “The chimney swift 
is one of the swiftest small birds alive 
(up to 150 m.p.h.). Until last week no 
one had ever been able to say where 
it was going in such a hurry, when it 
took off for the winter. The U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service had banded 375,- 
000 swifts, never traced a one to its win- 
ter hideout. . . . Indian hunters in a 
South American jungle produced the 
first evidence of the swifts’ winter 
whereabouts—13 bands taken from 
birds they had killed. The place: the 
Yanayaco River valley in Peru. The birds 
had been banded in Tennessee, Illinois, 
Connecticut, Alabama, Georgia, Ontario. 
Cried Frederick C. Lincoln, official U.S. 
observer of.bird migrations: ‘One of 
the most important ornithological dis- 
coveries in at least two decades.’” It 
was obvious that the little dark birds, 
with scythe-like wings and torpedo 
bodies, spent the winter in safety some- 
where, for they survived and came back 
in thousands every spring to circle and 
dive and twitter in the long summer 
evenings. And it was plain to every 
believer that God had guided them in 


their long migratory flights through the 
pathless sky and fed them day by day. 
The mystery of their winter home re- 
minds one of God’s question to Job: 
“Doth the hawk fly by thy wisdom, and 
stretch her wings toward the south?” 
(39:26.) But this is only one of an 
overwhelming series of more than fifty 
questions, — with many subordinate 
queries,— in four chapters which showed 
Job how little he really knew and how 
unsearchable is God’s wisdom. The 
questions in the Old and New Testa- 
ments are very significant, and with this 
new discovery in bird life, it is well to 
remember our Lord’s words, “Are ye not 
much better than they?” Just as the 
Heavenly Father guides, feeds, and 
clothes these pilgrims of the sky, so He 
will direct and care for us who are 
“strangers and pilgrims.” But we look 
forward to “a city which hath founda- 
tions, whose builder and maker is God,” 
where there is no winter, or night, where 
“God shall wipe away all tears from 
their eyes; and there shall be no more 
death, neither sorrow, nor crying, 
neither shall there be any more pain: 
for the former things are passed away, 
-«-. and the Lamk is the light thereof,” 


Carrying On for God 


T IS easy to begin to serve the Lord. 
The test comes in continuing. Many 
run well for God for a time, and 

then they run away. But that is a 
perilous thing. It injures our own soul, 
since we become unstable and unreli- 
able. It injures God’s work, since we 
grow neglectful in His service when 
we.grow weary of it, and defective work 
results. It insults and grieves our Lord, 
since it means that we bring Him what 
costs us little, and is unworthy of Him. 
How we need to heed Paul’s injunction,

“Be careful for nothing; but in 
every thing by prayer and suppli- 
cation with thanksgiving let your

God” (Phil. 4:6). | 








“Let us not be weary in well doing: 
for in due season we shall reap, if we 
faint not” (Gal. 6:9). 


Why do we weary in welldoing, espe- 
cially in the service of Christ and His 
Gospel? Well, spiritual work brings the 
burden of the souls of men, and that 
is a heavy and exhausting burden. We 
encounter ingratitude, become disheart- 
ened, and feel like giving up the whole 
thing. We run into much indifference 
concerning things that to us are great, 
vital, pressing issues, and, being received 
coldly, our own ardor cools. Or we 
grow vexed over little frictions that de- 
velop, often between Christians them- 
selves, and we abandon the work of the 
Lord through such vexation. Often it 
is the monotony and drudgery of our 
work that wears us out. We want big 
things to do and thrilling things to hap- 
pen, but God sets us at quite ordinary 
things and our thrilling moments are 
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few and far between. So we grow weary 
and cease our endeavors. Most of all, 
disappointment over the results we see 
makes us tired of toiling for God. The 
yield of all our labor seems sometimes 
to be so meager and so unsatisfying we 
feel it is not worth while carrying on 
any longer. Thus we lay aside our task, 
and call a halt to our faithfulness 
through sheer disappointment. 

Perhaps for some of these very reasons, 
some who read this are on the verge 
of giving up some good work for God 
in which they ought to continue. Others 
have already yielded to the spirit of 
weariness, and some godly habit, some 
noble work that had its place in your 
life at one tima no longer has its place 
there. You gave up because you grew 
weary. But God says: “Let us not be 
weary in well doing: for in due season 
we shall reap, if we faint not.” 

When we find ourselves growing 
weary in welldoing there are three 
things we should do. The first is to 
search and purify our motives. 

Is there something of self in our Chris- 
tian labors? Are they for our own 
glory, gain, or satisfaction more than 
_for love of Christ and the glory of God? 
Nothing less than love to God as our 
motive can endure the discouragements 
in His service. It is not enough just to 
work for love of our fellows, though 
that is good and needful. Oswald Cham- 
bers reminds us that if in our welldoing 


we are only devoted to the cause of © 


humanity, we shall be crushed and 
brokenhearted through the ingratitude 
we shall meet with from men. “But if 
our motive is love to God, no ingratitude 
can hinder us from serving our fellow- 
men.” 

But at times there is more of love of 
self than either love for men or God 
in our welldoing. That is why we need 
to search and cleanse our motives. When 
we grow weary and think of giving up, 
let us ask ourselves why we wish to 
lay the task aside. Is it Christ in me 
moving me to abandon this work? Is 
it for Him I lay down the task, or is 
it to indulge a bit of self-pity? And 
if for self I lay it down, was it for Him 
or for self I took it up? Perhaps we 
started out with a pure zeal for God, 
but other things have crept in, and our 
motives need purifying. Searching and 
cleansing our, motives, then, becomes a 
first duty when we grow weary in well- 
doing. 

A second is to draw nearer to Christ. 
We have said spiritual burdens are ex- 
hausting. Therefore rest and renewal 
of the inner life is a constant need of 
the Christian worker. Our Lord often 
retired for prayer and communion with 
God. If He needed to do so, much more 
do we. In quiet, fresh communion with 
Christ we lose “the strain of toil, the 
fret of care,” and go forth buoyant and 
strong again “to toil, endure, obey.” 

Someone has pointed out that Christ 
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asked the disciples to put in their nets 
again where they had already toiled all 
night and taken nothing. But at Christ’s 
word they were willing to go back to 
the old place again, because in between 
they had, met the Lord Jesus. We, too, 
must have meeting times with Him in 
between our periods of toil if we are 
to keep going back to the same old place 
and going on with the old duties and 
not grow weary in welldoing. A strong 
inner life of fellowship with our Lord 
relieves our weariness and renews our 
strength to carry on for God. 

The third thing to do when weary in 
God’s work is to look on to the joy of 
reaping. “In due season we shall reap, 
if we faint not.” Ask God to write the 
words on your heart. Harvests come at 
the due’ season and must be patiently 
awaited. But here is God’s own prom- 
ise that they who carry on patiently 
for Him, not growing weary and giving 
up.— they, in due season, shall reap a 
gladdening harvest. 

Therefore we do not fear, 

Though the seed sleep under the sod; 
Toiling and struggling our souls keep 


true, 
And wait for the victory breaking 
through: 
Knowing that, there or here, 
Whether afar or near, 
One day the shadows shall drift apart, 
And the dawning come with God.

Notes on Open Letters 
Is Basic English the 


“Pure Language” ? 


In the May 13, 1944, issue of the Truss, 
in his “Survey,” Mr. Ernest Gordon wrote: 
“The Bible has been put in Basic Eng- 
lish, that is, English with a minimum of 
words. After the war this Basic Eng- 
lish Bible will be read the world over.” 

In the August 5, 1944, number of the 
Tres, received today, I have just read 
the article entitled ‘Babel and Basic Eng- 
lish.” 

In Zephaniah 3:9 there are the words, 
“For then will I turn to the people a 
pure language, that they may all call 
upon the name of the Lord, to serve him 
with one consent.” 

Would it not seem that the beginning 
of the preparation for the fulfillment of 
these words of Zephaniah was coming to 
pass?—A Boston reader. 


It is possible that the “pure language” 
of Zephaniah 3:9 might be Basic Eng- 
lish. As was stated in the editorial 
note, quoting an article by C. K. Ogden 
in Britain, “English is now the natural 
language, or the language of Govern- 
ment, of more than 650 million persons.” 
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Basic English consists of 850 words. 
These are all listed in the back of “The 
General Basic English Dictionary,” 
issued under the direction of Mr. Ogden 
(W. W. Norton and Co., Inc., New York, 
1942, $2.50). The 850 words are divided 
into the following groups: Operations, 
100; Things, 400 general, 200 picturable; 
Qualities, 100 general, 50 opposites. The 
dictionary contains “more than 40,000 
senses of over 20,000 words defined in 
Basic English.” For example, one finds 
under “Mountain,” this definition: “Very 
high bit of land going up to point, etc.; 
great mass of something.” There are 
certain rules which must be followed 
in using the Basic English vocabulary, 
such as those relating to suffixes used 
in the formation of adjectives and ad- 
verbs. 

Herman Brandschain of the Philadel- 
phia Record staff wrote an article on 
the subject entirely in Basic English 
(Oct. 7, 1943). He quoted from an ad- 
dress given by Prime Minister Churchill 
at Harvard University in which he 
“gave Basic English the greatest sup- 
port: any international language ever 
got.” “Some months ago,” said Churchill, 
“I persuaded the British Cabinet to set 
up a committee of ministers to study 
and report upon Basic English. Here 
you have a plan—there are others— 
but here you have a very carefully 
wrought plan for an international lan- 
guage capable of very wide transactions 
of practical business and of interchange 
of ideas. The whole of it is comprised 
in about 650 nouns and 200 verbs or 
other parts of speech, no more indeed, 
than can be written on one side of a 
single sheet of paper. What was my de- 
light when the other evening quite un- 
expectedly I heard the President of the 
United States suddenly speak of the 
merits of Basic English.” 

“This present account is in Basic,” said 
Mr. Brandschain. “It is not the way to 
do the most interesting story, but it will 
give an idea as to what is possible in 
Basic by one who is making a first at- 
tempt in it after only a few hours’ work 
with the word list.” (Incidentally, he 
explained in a note that the only excep- 
tion in his article was the quotation 
from Prime Minister Churchill.) ’ 

However, it must be said that many 
Bible students have felt that Hebrew, 
the language of the Old Testament, is 
likely to be the “pure language,” in 
which the people of the earth “may all 
call upon the name of the Lord, to serve 
him with one consent.” 

Both the New Testament and the Bible 
have been printed in Basic English. “The 
New Testament in Basic English” is “a 
new translation by a group of British 
scholars,” published by E. P. Dutton and 
Co., New York, in a popular edition at 
$1.50, and a regular edition at $2. (Re- 
viewed-in the Truss, Dec. 13, 1941.) The 
Bible is a Cambridge Bible, and sells 
for $1.

in Wartime 
By ROBERT A. LAIDLAW 


AM writing from Belgium where 
I I am the leader of a team of Army 

Scripture Readers serving with His, 
Majesty’s Forces in the war area, and 
as I knew Mr. and Mrs. Ralph Norton 
well, having previously visited the Mis- 
sion three times while touring round 
the world from New Zealand where I 
lived, I made straight for the Mission 
and contacted Dr. Vansteenberghe, who 
has carried on most nobly in spite of 
many handicaps throughout the German 
occupation. 

I am living here at the Belgian Gos- 
pel Mission headquarters, where every 
facility has been most graciously ex- 
tended to me so that our work among 
the troops may be furthered. 

I cannot speak too highly of the fine 
spiritual tone in the Mission as I have 
sensed it while working here during 
the past six weeks. 


Cut Off from Human Aid 


Here is some of the story covering the 
past four years, telling of the way the 
financial problem was faced and of Dr. 
Vansteenberghe’s personal loss at the 
hands of the enemy as he told it to me. 

When the full story of the Mission 
during the years of the German occupa- 
tion can be written it will make profit- 
able reading for the Christian in search 
of. encouragement in time of distress. 
When the United States came into the 
war, the Mission found itself cut off 
from its main source of financial help. 
Enough funds were on hand to carry 
on for a few months provided the dis- 
tribution was done very sparingly. Dr. 
Vansteenberghe, taking the example of 
a lifeboat where all share alike whether 
captain or stoker, decided to share the 
available funds according to the num- 
ber in each family. This drastic meas- 
ure has perhaps done more than any- 
thing to bring down the blessing of 
God upon the work and to help the 
workers to bear the many privations 
that have been their lot. The scanty 
allowances have been paid until the end 
of this year (1944). To give you an 
idea of what they are, Dr. Vansteen- 
berghe’s share amounts to a little less 
than $30 a month. The workers with 
families receive certain allowances for 
children under 14, and from Switzer- 
land, too, the workers have received 
some help for their children. How the 
workers have managed to carry on is 
a mystery. One thing is certain: from 
the human standpoint they have reached 
the limit of their resistance. Clothing 
of every description, — towels, bed linen, 


An up-to-date, eyewitness account of the suf- 
ferings and triumphs of Christians in Belgium 


Ever since the Germans cut off 
communications with Belgium, many 
Times readers and friends of the 
Belgian Gospel Mission have longed 
for news of the work in that much 
persecuted little country. Fragments 
of information have occasionally 
come through by indirect channels, 
but for the most part the silence 
has been unbroken. Now cemes this 
interesting letter, dated November 
24, and recently received in the 
Times offices. Mr. Laidlaw is the 
brother-in-law of Dr. H. A. Ironside, 
and the author of the well-known 
tract, “The Reason Why,” which has 
had a very large circulation in many 
languages.

everything,—is threadbare or worse. 
Some months ago the bed sheets that 
had belonged to the Bible Institute were 
distributed among the workers. Each 
family received one pair. Some families 
had to use them to make underclothing. 
It is to be hoped, says Dr. Vansteen- 
berghe, that friends will come to our 
help as soon as possible with old clothes, 
linen, and some blankets and overcoats. 

As to the spiritual aspect of the work, 
generally speaking we cannot mention 
an all-round gain. Certain posts have 
grown, and this is especially the case 
in the large towns such as Brussels, 
Liege, Charleroi, and Antwerp; others 
have had a hard struggle to keep their 
audiences, while others deplore many 
empty places in the congregation. This 
falling off is due to two main causes: 
the “care of this world, and the de- 
ceitfulness of riches,” and forced labor 
in Germany. In a few instances politi- 
cal leanings one way or another have 
played havoc with souls. The black 
market during the German occupation, 
consequent upon the dearth of certain 
foods, has done much harm spiritually 
to certain of the posts. The anxiety 
about the daily bread made many forget 
the Giver of every good and perfect 
gift. Forced labor recruited many of 
its victims from rural and small-town 
communities. In Ath, for instance, a 
few weeks before the deliverance the 
town was surrounded and most of the 
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Mission’s young people fell victim to 
this cruel method of reinforcing the Nazi 
labor front. It may be worth while 
mentioning the fact that the Germans 
stopped their search of the houses 
within twenty yards of the Mission 
building where Brother Salsac had al- 
ready made ready to leave his family. 

The country has been terrorized dur- 
ing these years, and few families have 
escaped the ravages of this war. :Con- 
versations have had only one subject: 
the war and food questions. Is it to be 
wondered at that some have had their 
vision obscured by a multitude of press- 
ing needs or have fallen a prey to the 
black market temptations of big money 
in a short time? 

Over against this rather dark picture 

stands the increase in the freewill of- 
ferings of the churches. Thisgyear the 
total of the freewill offerings in the 
French-speaking posts up to October 
31st has been 483,379 francs, as compared 
to 405,518 in 1943, which was itself a very 
prosperous year. The Flemish posts 
have maintained their total of about 200,. 
000 francs. Last year the general total 
for all the posts together was over 
750,000 francs. This year the Mission 
gifts will not be so very far from the 
one million mark [equivalent to $22,857 
at the present rate of exchange]. This 
does not mean that the churches have 
done their utmost. As Dr. Vansteen- 
berghe says, the limit of a willing church 
is never reached, because as the be- 
liévers give the Lord multiplies His 
blessings. 
’ The sales of Bibles and New Testa- 
ments have soared each year to new 
heights. The bookshop, under the able 
leadership of a young convert, Mr. 
Burie, has easily reached thé place of 
greatest importance among the evangel- 
ical bookshops in Belgium. Sales 
amounting to 1,000 frances a day have 
been a common occurrence. Now, of 
course, these sales are falling off, as 
since -the liberation the Mission cannot 
receive any fresh stock of literature 
from Switzerland. The sale of evan- 
gelical literature should be an impor- 
tant item in the list of future activities. 
During the war, many a man has come 
into the shop merely to buy a book, and 
he has gone away having -heard the 
message of salvation. Mr. Burie is very 
clever at arranging the show windows. 
They are always a renewed source of 
interest for the passer-by. 


A Deepening Interest in the Meetings 
The meetings in Antwerp, Brussels, 
Liege, and Charleroi are going well. In 
Tournai the interest is deepening. In 
Ghent Mr. Servaas has large meetings. 
In Brussels I have spoken several 
times, and on Sunday mornings the hall 
has been full. Last Sunday additional 
chairs had to be placed in the gallery. 
Every Monday night there is an Eng- 
lish Bible study attended by some ten 
or twelve Christian soldiers and a score 
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of Belgians. On Sunday nights an Eng- 
lish message is given which Dr. Van- 
steenberghe translates. In this way 
British soldiers and many Belgians are 
attracted to the meetings. 

A few weeks ago the building in Ant- 
werp had practically all its windows 
blown out. It has been patched up as 
well as possible for the Van de Riets to 
continue to live in it. The meetings 
suffered for a few Sundays on account 
of this, but now the congregation is fast 
returning to normal. 

And now for the workers. The health, 
generally speaking, is fair,— much bet- 
ter than the circumstances would have 
led one to expect. In certain homes 
there is sickness, especially so in homes 
with many children. Any improvement 
in the food situation will be a great 
boon. * 

One of the workers, Mr. Charensol, 
who was arrested in July, 1943, by the 
Gestapo, was imprisoned in Charleroi 
and later on in St. Gilles, Brussels. 
Toward May he was transferred to the 
concentration camp in Vucht near Bois- 
le-Duc, Holland, from where, no doubt, 
he was taken to Germany some time in 
September before the Allies arrived. 

One of the students of the Bible 
School, Roger Van Affelterre, was ar- 
rested some time in May or June of this 
year, and is now in Germany. 

The article that appeared on page 26 
of the Moody Monthly of last September 
interested Dr. Vansteenberghe very 
much. His son Peter was shot, together 
with another member of his resistance 
group, on December 30, 1943, at the Tir 
National,! Brussels, the place .where 
Nurse Edith Cavell was executed. He 
was arrested on September 17. Two 
days previously he had had a serious 
bicycle accident near St. Mard. His 
tongue was severely cut, his nose broken, 
his face and hands were terribly bruised. 
Friends who happened to be there at 
the time took care of him and had him 
attended to by a doctor. The followirg 
morning he returned to his camp some- 
where in the Ardennes. The same day 
the alarm was given, and the whole lit- 
tle garrison slept out in the woods. 
Peter, because of his wounds, came down 
with fever and was taken to a doctor 
near by. It was there that he was ar- 
rested on the 17th of September together 
with the boy who died with him. They 
were questioned at Marche and then 
taken to the St. Gilles prison in Brussels. 
~ On October 20th they were condemned 
to death. Peter told his parents later, 
that while listening to his death sen- 
tence he was looking through the win- 
dow at the mounment to the British 
soldiers, who fell in the last war, in the 
street leading from the Place Poelaert 
to the Porte Louise, and the sight of it 
did him good. The Germans who took 
them back to prison could not under- 
stand their calm confidence. 
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After that Peter was allowed one visit 
every fortnight, also one parcel of food 
and linen up to a total weight of 12 
pounds, 

On the 29th of December at 6 p.m. he 
was told officially that the death sentence 
would be carried out the following 
morning at 8.30. He wrote about eight 
letters, and every one of them denotes 
the perfect calm and peace which never 
left him. He spent the last night with 
his young comrade, a Roman Catholic. 
Together they knelt and prayed. 


At 8.20 they were brought from their 
cell and placed in a car, together with 
two chaplains. On the way Peter 
started singing and his comrade joined 
in. The car passed along the Avenue 
Louise, where the other boy was able 
to catch a fleeting glimpse of his home, 
then rolled along the Boulevard St. 
Michel, where Peter saw the house of his 
cousins. At the place of execution, the 
chaplain read John 16:33 to Peter, who 
replied, “Tell my family that I die cour- 
ageously and thinking of them.” When 
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he had been bound to the execution 
post the soldier wanted to blindfold 
him. He refused, saying, “I am going 
to Heaven, I want my eyes open!” He 
died holding the hand of his comrade 
in arms. He was 20 years and 9 months 
old, his comrade 20 years and a few 
days. Their place of burial is only 100 
yards from the place of execution. 

Mrs. Vansteenberghe was very cour- 
ageous when she was told the dreadful 
news. At that time another son, Paul, 
was on active service for the Allies in 
the underground army. Every day he 
had to run extreme risks to accomplish 
his missions. The last three months of 
the occupation, after three hairbreadth 
escapes within a fortnight, he had-to go 
into complete hiding until the day of 
deliverance. 

The youngest boy, Henry, some months 
ago, was beaten for twenty minutes by 
three German soldiers at the demand 
of a Walloon member of the S.S. [Storm 
Troopers]. He was in the streetcar. on

T WAS just after his graduation from 

Yale that he came into the office of 
THe Sunpay Scuoo.

the material, he would compare: that 
with what his father had written. on 
the same theme. Even though Dr. H. 
Clay Trumbull was in later years con- 
fined to the house, and rarely came to 
the office, father and son had ample 
opportunity to discuss matters under 
consideration, and the traditions of the 
paper were thus continued, unimpaired, 
as the influence of the one decreased 
and that of the other increased. . While 
Dr. Trumbull’s beliefs were very clear 
and Scriptural and expressed with great 
vigor in his paper, his son became 
equally strong in his convictions, and 
on the more important questions the two 
were in remarkable agreement. 


PERSONAL APPEARANCE AND METHODS 
OF WorK 


It is not so much with the. accom- 
plishments of his life that this study is 
intended to deal, but more with the man 
that he was and is in our memory and 
in his influence upon us all. Let me 
try to describe the man himself and 
some of his methods of work. He had 
a very finely shaped head, clear, aquiline 
features, thick hair grayed by the years, 


. and eyes that were the most notable 


feature of his countenance —blue and 
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clear and sparkling with animation. He 
would be seated at a flat-top desk in his 
office, and around him on the walls and 
oh a substantial plate rail were photo- 
graphs of writers and others of.his inti- 
mate circle. You would notice among 
them Alexander MacLaren of Manches- 
ter, W. H. Griffith Thomas, William J. 
Bryan, Sir William Ramsay, the Chinese 
General, Feng, and many others. 

At the left of his. desk was his Edi- 
phone, which he used so extensively, 
and close by that his telephone. On the 
right of his desk was a small revolving 
bookease containing some of his most 


‘frequently used reference books, and 


on the top of that a distributor, with 
the compartments duly marked to con- 
tain the various classifications of cur- 
rent work; several chairs, and, in these 
later years, a comfortable couch were 
in the room. It was.a corner room with 
abundant light from the west and south. 
I will not attempt to describe his inter- 
esting study in his home of recent years, 
which was fully equipped with all that 
might be needed for his work there.’ It 
was in that study that in recent years 
he did much of his writing, on the sec- 
ond floor of a comfortable home looking 
out over lovely gardens, which were 
Mrs. Trumbull’s special care, and across 
miles of suburban country in the Chest- 
nut Hill region of Philadelphia. 

Dr. Trumbull had a particularly fine 
voice in answering any telephone call. 
He was cordial, and interested in what 
was said to him. He was a very rapid 
worker in most respects, but he gained 
time by doing nearly all his writing on 
the Ediphone, even to the extensive 
memoranda that needed to be handed 
to .members of the staff. He was a 
copious and delightful letter writer, and 
even when he had to suggest changes 
in the regular contributors’ staff, or ad- 
vise contributors as to different empha- 
ses or angles in their articles, it was with 
the greatest of consideration. 

From the very beginning of his edi- 
torial work Charley Trumbull had a 
decided passion for accuracy. He had 
a very quick eye for any errors in the 
pages of his paper and he was quick 
to make changes wherever they might 
be needed for correcting and improv- 
ing the work. He was extremely sensi- 
tive to anything unsuitable or awkward 
in the composition of a paragraph. The 
office staff were supplied with a very 
comprehensive style sheet, which com- 
bined many of the questions of punctua- 
tion, correct spelling, and pure English 
that entered into the reading matter. 
He was very watchful of the element 
of interest in whatever he or his assist- 
,ants put inte the paper, for he wanted 
it to be readable and to apply to the 
hearts and needs of the varying, widely

His Far-REACHING CoRRESPONDENCE 


His letters to all types of correspondents 
‘involved an immense variety of topics 
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related to the work he loved. There 
was a touch about his letters which, if 
severe on occasion, was nevertheless a 
light-giving one. His letters were a re- 
flection of the Trumbull look —a fear- 
less, humble, and yet sometimes an im- 
perious look, according to the hour. 

He had a very cordial and gracious 
habit of introducing around the office 
among the employees any distinguished 
visitors, whom he thought the members 
of the staff might like to know. By vir- 
tue of his conference work in many 
states he had many visitors, and young 
and old alike were delighted to meet 
him in his office or in his home. 

Mr. Trumbull was very severe with 
himself in habits of thought and life, 
and with all this he had a most delight- 
ful and spontaneous sense of humor, 
which was not difficult to arouse in him 
in any company of friends. 

His letters to his friends and rela- 
tives were most sympathetic and heart- 
ening. His sister, Mrs. Howard, kept 
for many years a birthday letter writ- 
ten to her in June, 1927. In the course 
of the letter he said: “It’s been a hard, 
strange year, Nan dearest, but wonderful 
times are just ahead. May the New 
Year be the most beautiful year you 
have ever had,” and then in a footnote 
he said, “The testing may be hard and 
strange, but the Lord never is!” It is 
by little flashes of affectionate interest 
and spiritual help that his letters are so 
rich in their personal values.

In hours of controversy, Mr. Trum- 
bull was careful to hold very steadily 


Destroyers of Faith 
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to the points involved, and to rest his 
case upon the Bible itself. It was this 
abandoned repose upon the complete 
trustworthiness of the Scriptures that 
characterized his work in the many 
years of rapid changes in the field of 
movements with which THE Sunpay 
ScHoo. Times had to deal, and especially 
in the defense of the Scriptures, about 
which he did not have an anxious but a 
restful mind because of what the Scrip- 
tures are. The title of Mr. Gladstone’s 
book, “The Impregnable Rock of Holy 
Scripture,” would be a fair expression 
of Mr. Trumbull’s solid regard for the 
Bible. 


Years ago, in Dr. Henry Clay Trum- 
bull’s time, we started the first general 
office prayer meeting that is maintained 
for the whole staff. There had been in- 
timate and marvelously helpful prayer 
meetings for a select group, but it was 
thought that all of us should gather for 
a prayer meeting once a week, and this 
has been carried on for more than forty 
years to this day. On Monday, Decem- 
ber 2, 1940, just preceding the Trumbulls’ 
departure for California, Charles Trum- 
bull led the prayer meeting and used as 
his text especially the last phrase of 
Exodus 17:12, “And his hands were 
steady until the going down of the sun.” 
He spoke of Dr. Henry W. Frost’s study 
in Princeton, in which these words were 
beautifully framed on the wall. And 
then Dr. Trumbull said to us, as we were 
gathered there, that he had asked of the 
Lord that he himself should be kept 
steady until the going down of the sun. 
His prayer was indeed answered. ‘ 


The havoc wrought among our young people by atheism and evolutionism 


“ E MUST deeply internationalize 

our work ... it is our duty to 
make the antireligious movement a 
movement of vast millions ...” This 
statement was issued by the League of 
Militant Atheists. 

The International Christian Crusade 
attempts, by the grace of God, to meet 
this challenge by intensive Christian ap- 
peal to all classes of the community. 
Today we have contacts throughout 
Canada, the United States, England, 
Scotland, India, Australia, China, South 
America, New Zealand, South Africa, 
and other places. Many of these con- 
tacts comprise those who, in turn, are 
reaching out to others drawn away by 
specious arguments and false doctrines 
from the living Christ. For instance, in 
a recent letter occurs the following: 

“I am reading for the first time your 
‘Will Atheism Dominate the World?’ ... 
there is so much to know. .. . Just the 
other day, someone mentioned ‘Human- 
ism’ favorably, and I see it is referred 
-to in your book. I had never heard of 
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it before. . . . Also, what can I send 
to one who refers to God as a ‘fictitious 
almighty’? Please pray that he may be 
brought out of darkness into Christ’s 
marvelous light.” 

The story of this International Chris- 
tian Crusade work would fill pages. 
Letters are very illuminating, and I give 
samples of many similar ones: 

“I have a son, finely educated (as the 
world counts education), but his years 
in the university have undermined his 
faith. He confessed Christ Jesus as 
Saviour and was baptized and joined the 
church as a boy. When he came home 
last year, after being eight years away, 
he called God’s Holy Word ‘twaddle,’ 
taunting me for believing it. It has al- 
most broken my heart, for we have al- 
ways,had the family altar, and the Bible- 
reading in the home, ... We denied our- 
selves to send our boys_to college, lit- 
tle dreaming what the result would be.” 

“IT have a nephew whose faith has been 
shattered by books he has read... . Will 
you kindly write me?” _ 
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“Will you pray for my son, aged 22, 
who is next door to an atheist, though 
I did not realize it, but he talks very 
much as they do against religion... . 
He has shocked me with the things he 
would say.” 

“Is the Bible true or is it not? I am 
trying to keep to my mother’s faith and 
haven’t a boy friend because of that. 
What do all these professors mean by 
saying it isn’t true, if it is? If you can- 
not help me, I'll just give up, and step 
as fast as the next one.” 

“My cousin on a chicken farm was a 
Christian. Today he doubts everything; 
he likes a stiff book. Can you get in 
touch with him, not mentioning that I 
wrote?” 

“Every other teacher on the staff be- 
lieves in evolution — shall be glad of any 
helpful literature to circulate.” 


Faith Shattered in Halls of Learning 


“Please mail us a quantity of your book- 
lets, at least 100, if you send free. We 
have been cursed in this city with a 
man discrediting Genesis, and I wish to 
sow the town ‘with your literature. ... 
My daughter is Instructor of Mathe- 
matics in College. Send her some, 
she will appreciate it and use it.” 

“Could you recommend some books 
that would suit our need for some real 
training among our students along the 
lines of etiquette? . . . I feel so definitely 
that our Christian young people must 
not lower their standards even though 
the world does.” 

“I am a working man—the wife and 
I scraped to send the lad to college, a 
theological college. He is too honest to 
go on with it, but after four years we 
feel badly; he has lost his faith there.” 

“I lost my faith while taking my B.A. 
through the strong bias against Chris- 
tianity of my professor. What can I do 
to save my two daughters from the 
same disaster?” ’ 

“One of my little sons said to me at 
prayers: ‘Mother, that is not true [we 
were reading the story of creation]. Mr. 
—— [principal of the school] says it is 
not, and he ought to know.’ I tried to show 
him, but I was only Mother, and teacher 
was a man, so of course he knew better. 
Have you anything to help me with him 
and his schoolmates?” 

“May I request you to send ‘Series of 
Bible Difficulties Answered’ to a young 
man (Christian). Atheists have been 





trying to pour into his mind their 


damnable teaching.” 

“Why is infidelity getting such a grip 
upon the young people? [We owe it] to 
the dear soul who comes from a so- 
called Christian home [to give him an 
answer]. These young people know the 
Bible, but they have no answer to in- 
fidelity; they have never been given 
any. The chief argument is that the 
Bible has been attacked down through 
the ages, and it has withstood all the 
attacks; and with this, the self-satisfied 
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have no argument, and the enemy scoffs 
because he ‘has been permitted to get 
away with his lies among the listening 
student body. . . . I enclose our official 
college publication. It would be sad to 
allow this to go without accepting it 
as a challenge to carry the Gospel right 
into the midst of these splendid young 
men and women, all with a vision, — 
but what course will that vision pur- 
sue?” 

“I thank you so much for the anti- 
evolution pamphlets. Here at the Uni- 
versity of there is a required 
course which places great emphasis on 
evolution. I have seen the crushing 
blow that it deals to many boys’ faith, 
but so many people are not aware of 
the conditions, and, of course, many are 
quite indifferent. . . . I work in the 
Curriculum Laboratory Library. ... I 
am putting you on my prayer list, for 
I believe implicitly in the power of God 
to answer prayer.” 

Referring briefly to the “indifference” 
mentioned in the above letter, it is a 
sad and amazing thing that some who 
came to our office nine years ago, dis- 
crediting (quite politely) our state- 
ments regarding the increase of a world- 
wide apostasy, now come, some of them, 
saying it is now too late to do anything 
— that such things are to come upon the 
earth, that such were prophesied, and 
so nothing can be done about it! God 
help and forgive us. Very reverently 
may I say that if our God has not 
thrown the world over (as well He 
might), it ill becomes His followers to 
fold their hands and resign themselves 
to a beaten Foe. “God so loved the 
world, that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have everlasting 
life.” Praise God, that message is still 
ours to give to a despairing world! We 
cannot adopt a defeatist attitude; we 
must witness as never before against 
error, and withstand with all the armor 
of God. Here are two more letters: - 

“My family of growing boys and girls 
are all moral and fine-living, but none 
believes in the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
they have no minister to help them 
here.” 

“I am in high school, and have lost 
my faith. There seems to be no an-

“We fear our young daughter has 
joined a Godless Society,” writes an- 
other. ; 

We have contacts with all classes, 
younger and older. Some schoolteachers 
requested a monthly Prayer Circle. Re- 
sults have been most encouraging, and 
definite conversions have been recorded 
among their pupils. 

It would take more than.one article 
to explain all that God has done:and is 
doing through our Nurses’ Christian 
Fellowship. In our newly-formed Scrip- 
ture Union Branch we are nearing the 
200 mark for nurses who daily promise 
to read the portions. 

Evolution is the third fundamental of 
the five fundamentals of organized athe- 
ism. Our ~pocket-size pamphlet, “Evo- 
lution,” of which, to date, 13,000 have 
been circulated, takes up this challenge. 
(Other of our literature on this vital 
question deals with the problem more 
in detail and is also largely in circula- 
tion.) 

The pocket pamphlet has the endorse- 
ment of the American Scientific Affilia- 
tion and is written by a medical scien- 
tist, with the co-operation and advice of 
a number of workers in biology, and 
related sciences.

Hospital ward services are held in two 
large city hospitals each Sunday morn- 
ing, many wards being visited. We owe 
much to the sympathetic co-operation 
of the authorities. 

Hospital visitation groups meet in the 
office twice weekly for tea and prayer, 
afterward going out to visit the sick.

The Lesson as a Whole 


By H. A. Ironside, Litt.D. 
Pastor of the Moody Memorial Church, Chicago 


Approach to the Lesson 


N THE so-called Sermon on _ the 
Mount, our Lord was not preaching 
the Gospel, but He was setting forth 

the principles of His Kingdom, which 
should guide the lives of all who pro- 
fess to be His disciples. In other words, 
this is the law of the Kingdom — the 
observance of which must characterize 
its loyal subjects, as they wait for the 
day when the King Himself shall be 
revealed. Throughout, it recognizes the 
existence of definite opposition to His 
rule, but those who own His authority 
are called upon to manifest the same 
meek and lowly spirit that was seen in 
Him while in the days of His humilia- 
tion here on earth. The Epistle of James 
answers very closely to the teaching we 
have here set forth. He calls it “the 
perfect law of liberty,” because it is 
that which is becoming to the new 
nature received when one is born of 
God. 

For the natural man, this sermon is 
not the way of life, but rather a source 
of condemnation, for it sets a standard 
so high and holy that no unsaved person 
can by any possibility attain to it. He 
who attempts it will soon realize his 
utter helplessness, if he be honest and 
conscientious. He must look elsewhere 
in the Scriptures for the Gospel, which 
is the dynamic of God unto salvation to 
all who believe (Rom. 1:16). The keen- 
est intellects of earth have recognized, 
in the Sermon on the Mount, the high- 
est ethical teaching to men, and have 
praised its holy precepts even when con- 
scious of their inability to measure up 
to its standards. 


The Historical Setting 


It was probably some time in the 
spring of A.D. 28 that the Lord Jesus 
preached this great discourse.. For- 
merly, it_.was supposed to have been de- 
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livered on the double mountain called 
the Horns of Hattin. Now, it is generally 
conceded that it was proclaimed on the 
tableland that rises up in the rear of 
Capernaum. 


Verse by Verse 


Matt. 5:3.—“Blessed are the poor in 
spirit.” These are the men and women 
who recognize the fact that they have 
no spiritual assets. They confess their 
lost condition and®so rely upon divine 
grace. 

Verse 4—*“Blessed are they that 
mourn.” The very sorrows men are 
called to pass through prove a means 
of blessing, if they know the “God of 
all comfort” (2 Cor. 1:3) who binds up 
broken hearts (Psa. 34:18) and makes 
our griefs to become the means of our 
growth in grace when we trust His love 
and rest in the realization that all things 
work together for the good of His own 
(Rom. 8:28). 

Verse 5.—“Blessed are the meek.” The 
world admires the \pushing, self-asser- 
tive man. Jesus Christ was meek and 


lowly in heart. Those who partake of 


His spirit are the ones who get the most 
out of life, after, all. It is they who 
“inherit the earth,” for they see in all 
nature the evidences of a Father’s love 
and care. 

Verse 6.—“Blessed are they which do 
hunger and thirst after righteousness.” 
Such hunger and thirst—such deep, 
earnest desire— gives evidence of the 
new life. These desires are not given 
to mock us. Satisfaction is the prom- 
ised portion of all who thus yearn after 
God, in whom alone righteousness is 
found. 

Verse 7.—“Blessed are the merciful.” 
To those who show mercy, mercy will 
be extended. This is a law of the King- 
dom.. The hard, implacable man, who 
deals in stern justice alone, will be dealt 
with in the same way when failure 
comes into his own life. 

Verse 8—“Blessed are the pure in 
heart.” Purity is singleness of purpose. 


The pure in heart are those who put 
God’s glory above all else. To such He 
reveals Himself. They see His face 
when others only discern His providen- 
tial dealings. 


Verse 9.—“Blessed are the peace- 
makers.” Strife and division are works 
of the flesh (Gal. 5:19, 20). Sowing 


discord among brethren is one of the 
things that the Lord hates (Prov. 6:16- 
19). We are commanded to follow after 
the things that make for peace (Rom. 
14:19). In doing this, we manifest the 
divine nature, as children of Him who 
is the God of peace (Rom. 15:33). 


Verse 10.—‘Blessed are they which 
are persecuted for righteousness’ sake.” 
This clearly intimates that the instruc- 
tion here set forth is intended, not, as 
many have insisted, for the millennial 
kingdom of Christ, for then there will 
be no persecution for the sake of right- 
eousness, but for the disciples of Christ 
during the time of His rejection, when 
His followers are exposed to the hatred 
of a godless world. 


Verse 43.—“It hath been said, Thou 
shalt love thy neighbour and hate thine 
enemy.” The Scriptures of the Old Tes- 
tament plainly commanded the former, 
but it was rabbinical tradition that 
added the latter of these sayings, pos- 
sibly basing it on such passages as Deu- 
teronomy 23:6 and some of the impre- 
cating Psalms (Psa. 137:9). 


Verse 44—‘“But I say unto you.” 
Speaking as the Sent One of the Father, 
the Lord Jesus Christ corrected the 
faulty position of the rabbis and set 
forth His perfect law of love, even for 
one’s enemies. By doing them good and 
praying for them, we overcome the evil 
in a Christlike way. 


Verse 45.—“That ye may be the chil- 
dren of your Father which is in heaven.” 
That is, as we obey our Lord’s com- 
mands as. here given, we manifest the 
fact that we are children of the 
Heavenly Father, who showers His mer- 
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cies upon just and unjust alike and 
would have us imitate Him. 


Verse 46.—“If ye love them which love 
you, what reward have ye?” Even the 
most blatant worldling loves his own, 
and can appreciate those who show ap- 
preciation of him. But those who fol- 
low the Lord are to love all men, even 
those who by bitter opposition would 
make life miserable if they could. 


Verse 47.—“If ye salute your brethren 
only ... do not even the publicans so?” 
It is a small thing if Christ’s disciples 
show only the same interest in others 
that men engaged in the most despicable 
callings evidence. Publicans were de- 
tested by the Jews. They were tax- 
gatherers of Israel who bought their 
offices from the Roman Government and 
“farmed the taxes,” extorting every- 
thing possible from their own country- 
men and fattening upon the proceeds 
after turning over only what was oblig- 
atory to the assessor appointed by the 
State. Yet these gave recognition to 
their own brethren. 


Verse 48.—‘“Perfect, even as your 
Father ... is perfect.” This is perfec- 
tion in the sense of the complete ab- 
sence of partiality, thus imitating Him 
who is no respecter of persons (Acts 
10:34), but who lavishes His favors upon 
just and unjust alike. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


God’s choicest blessings are for those 
who manifest the same spirit of rever- 
ence for God, meekness and compassion 
for others, which were seen in all their 
fullness in our blessed Lord, as He 
walked this earth in the days of His 
flesh (Heb. 5:7). That which is beyond 
the reach of the natural man is fulfilled 
in those who have received a new life 
and nature through trusting in Christ 
as their Saviour. No adverse circum- 
stances can disturb the serenity of those 
who know the Lord and who acknowl- 
edge His authority over their lives.

Special Lesson Topics and Truths 

Was the Sermon on the Mount Given 
to Christians? No one could rightly be 
called a Christian until united to Christ 
by the Holy Spirit in thé present dis- 
pensation of the grace of God (Eph. 3: 
2). But during our Lord’s earthly min- 
istry, those who received His Word be- 
came His disciples. To them He set forth 
the principles of the Kingdom He had 
come to announce. These principles are 
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in full accord with the fuller revelation 
given to the Church later on. Just as 
the righteousness of the law is “fulfilled 
in us, who walk not after the flesh, but 
after the Spirit” (Rom. 8:4), so the 
higher righteousness of this wonderful 
sermon will characterize those who are 
regenerated and controlled by the Holy 
Spirit. 

Does this sermon show men the way 
of salvation? No, it was not so intended. 
It sets forth the behavior that should be 
seen in those already saved. If men are 
seeking salvation by human effort, this 
sermon can only condemn them, for it 
presents a standard of righteousness even 
higher than the law of Moses and thus 
exposes the hopelessness of the sinner 
to attain to it. But he who confesses 
his sinfulness and turns in faith to Christ 
builds upon a rock, which cannot be 
shaken, as he obeys the instruction here 
given. 


Summaries and Applications 


The Beatitudes tell us what God de- 
lights in and desires to see exemplified 
in His children. 

To see God is to discern Him in all 
His ways with us; to realize that He is 
ever working on our behalf. 

Unsaved men can look upon the most 
sublime scenes and pass through the 
most remarkable experiences and never 
see God in any of them. 

The subject believer beholds Him in 
all the wonders of His creation and sees 
Him in every providential act. 

It is one thing to be a child of God 
by new birth; it is ‘another to be such, 
practically, as we walk in obedience to 
the will of the Father. 

We say sometimes of a young man, 
“He is truly his father’s son.” We mean 
he manifests the nature of his father. 
This is what the world should see in all 
who profess to be children of God. 

To be perfect, in the sense indicated 
in our lesson, is not to be absolutely 
sinless. It is to have a well-rounded 
Christian character, not double-minded 
or one-sided. 

When love rules the life, we will not 
harbor resentment nor the desire to get 
revenge for injuries we have suffered, 
but our hearts will go out in pity and 
compassion even for those who may 
cause us intense sorrow and painful 
suffering.

Then he got 
himself together and came slowly toward 
the desolation. The neighbors stood 
around wanting to say something, but 
all of us seemed tongue-tied. When Abe 
reached the group, as we stood near the 
ruins of his home, he took off his hat 
and bowed his head. Then we heard 
him say quietly but clearly, ‘The Lord 
gave, and the Lord hath taken away; 
blessed be the name of the Lord.’ No 
wonder one of us who heard the words 
declared he would give every dollar he 
was worth if he could have a religion 
like that, a religion that would enable 
him. to be superior to the most untoward 
circumstances, to find a reason for joy 
when all things seemed against him.”—

An Exhibit in the Case—And [He] 
taught them (Matt. 5:2). And what 
teaching! How it must have amazed 
those of that day who heard it! Even 
after nineteen hundred years the Lord’s 
teaching is most amazing. Take any 
one of the Beatitudes that introduce the 
talk and look at it a little bit. That 
very familiar one of verse 5, “Blessed 
are the meek: for they shall inherit 
the earth.” Meek, gentle, submissive, 
yielding, mild of temper, says the dic- 
tionary. At that moment Cesar, who 
sat on the throne at Rome, seemed to 
be the one who had “inherited” the 
earth — at any rate Cesar had it at the 
time of our Lord. 

But as the years rolled on Rome did 
not have the earth, and today she is only 
a war-impoverished piece of Europe 
shaped like a boot sticking down into 
the Mediterranean Sea. 

Here in Eastern Pennsylvania there 
is a large class of people called collo- 
quially the “Pennsylvania Dutch.” They 
are not “Dutch” at all, but of German 
descent. As a people they can be well 
described as “gentle; submissive; yield- 
ing; mild of temper.” They undertake 
to live up to the level of the Sermon 
on the Mount. They refuse to go to law 
for one thing, and will go to jail rather 
than to war. They dress plainly and 
always the same. The women wear lit- 
tle white caps and the men pristine 
whiskers! The children are dressed ex- 
actly like their elders except the 
whiskers and white caps. 

These “Pennsylvania Dutch” are di- 
vided into small sects of godly people. 
They own beautiful farms with great 
“double-decker barns.” These farms are 
in a high state of cultivation, and have 
prosperity written all over them. 

These fine farms formerly belonged to 
the so-called “Scotch-Irish,” who, as a 
class, are not “submissive” or “mild of 
temper.” While the farmers are “Dutch” 
the townships have such names as Done- 
gal, Sadsbury, Lampeter. That is to say, 
right here before your very eyes you 
can ride through the most beautiful 
farming country in the world and see 
the Scripture fulfilled. The “meek” have 
“inherited” the earth. As on a Satur- 
day afternoon I take a ride through the 
broad acres of Eastern Pennsylvania for 
bodily and mental refreshment, I say 
to myself, “My Mennofite, Amish, 
Dunkers, Church of God, and other 
Pennsylvania Dutch friends have solved 
the problem of living here on earth.” 
They read Tue Sunpay ScHoot Truss! 


Handling the Enemy.—But I say unto 
you, Love your enemies (v. 44). This is 
so hard to do the natural man cannot 
do it. Most born-again men do it with 
difficulty, but thousands of Christians 
have done it in the past and-are doing 
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it in this day. Most early and pioneer 
missionary enterprise has gone ahead 
and has been blessed because of this 
loving of the enemy. 

Here is a fine illustration I have used 
before, but there are new customers and 
most “Cornercopias” have forgotten. Near 
Lancaster, Pa., there is a prosperous and 
happy little town called Ephrata. When 
you go there you will visit “The Clois- 
ters,” now owned by the state as a relic. 
Years ago there came out of Germany a 
little body of people determined to live 
as near the directions of the Lord as 
was humanly possible. They settled in 
Lancaster County and called their. place 
Ephrata. It was one of the social ex- 
periments of that period. 

They built a great barnlike building 
which was quite a commanding structure 
for that day. It was called “The. Clois- 
ters.” It housed the women in small 
cells up next to the roof. When you see 
these “rooms” you will wonder how 
these women stood the heat in summer 
and cold in winter. And in case of fire !! 

The leader of these people was a 
splendid minister named Peter Miller. 
You will find his grave right inside the 
gate, and if you can read German, his 
stone will tell you about him. 

There was an American traitor to be 
hanged at West Chester by order of Gen- 
eral Washington at Valley Forge. Peter. 
Miller walked all the way from Ephrata 
to Valley Forge, about fifty miles, to 
see his friend General Washington. 
“General, I have come to ask for the life 
of the traitor to be hung at West Ches- 
ter,” said Peter Miller. “I em sorry, the 
rules of war prevent my doing any- 
thing for your friend.” “Friend!” cried 
Peter Miller. “Why, General, he is my 
worst enemy.” “Peter Miller, do you 
mean to tell me that you have made 
this toilful journey on foot all the way 
from Ephrata to plead for the life of 
your worst enemy?” exclaimed the sur- 
prised Washington. “General, that is 
what my religion teaches me to do.” 
“Well, Peter Miller, I am not going to 
permit you to be more of a Christian 
than I am; I will give you the lifé' of 
your worst enemy.” 


How to Be Perfect.—Be ye therefore 
perfect, even as your Father which is in 
heaven is perfect (v. 48). A good many 
good people stub the toe on this verse 
and fall down with the wail, “Impos- 
sible!” Well, it is not impossible, or 
the Lord Jesus would not have asked us 
to be perfect. 

In me, this writer, you can behold one 
man so perfect that he is all ready for 
Heaven where only perfection is tol- 
erated. I am made perfect by the shed 
blood of the One who tells me, “Be ye 
therefore perfect.” “Though your sins 
be as scarlet” (Isa. 1:18). 


Maybe I can make the matter clear by - 


a homely comparison. For many years, 
fifty of them in fact, my clothes were 
made here in Coatesville by a little

German tailor named Robert Bernau. 
He was a master workman, and he 
-knew his cassimeres. His was a one-man 
shop. He measured, cut out; and made, 
with his own hands, his suits. 

When my suit was well under way 
Bob would send for me. He would hang 
on the vest and coat and then with a 
mouth full of pins and chalk in hand, 
he would go to work. He would “take 
in” one place and “let out” in another 
just as he found the curves of my body 
required it. 

In due course I would get word to 
call as my suit was ready. When I would 
put on the coat and vest, Bob, as a true 
sartorial artist, would bubble over with 
excitement and dance all around me, 
crying, “Vilhelm, a perfect fit !” 

The other day I went-to Philadelphia 
wearing one of Bob’s suits. Every one 
of my friends complimented me on my 
new and perfect fitting suit. When I 
turned over the inside coat pocket and 
they saw the suit was ten years old, they 
cried, “Boy, you must have a great 
tailor!” Do you get the idea? 

You see, I am a perfect fit for Para- 
dise because I am clojhed with Christ’s 
righteousness. I have been in His “shop” 
and He has “let out” here and “taken 
in” there, and thus made fit for the 
Master’s use. When you are born again 
of the water and the blood you are a 
new creation. And like Bob Bernau’s 
suits, you stand up under the wear and 
tear of the daily life and always’ look 
as good as new (2 Cor. 5:2-5; Rev. 3:18). 

If I have my metaphors mixed, never 
mind, so you get the idea.

day. A picture of a child praying would 
be very fitting to put with it. 

Jesus was teaching His disciples how 
to pray. The Pharisees made long 
prayers in public places where people 
would see them. Christ told His -dis- 
ciples. to go-to a quiet place and shut 
the door and pray to God in secret. 
Then He told them not to repeat long 
prayers as the heathen do, but to pray 
like this prayer He gave them. 

“Our Father.” Unbelievers have no 
right to use this prayer, because God 
is not their Father. “But as many as 
received him, to them gave he power 
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to become the sons of God, even to them 
that believe on his name” (John 1:12). 

After addressing the prayer to the 
Father, next comes worship and praise. 
So many prayers forget that. 

After praise comes asking for God’s 
Kingdom to come and His will to be 
done on earth as it is done in Heaven. 
When we pray this, we are really ask- 
ing for Christ’s return to reign in power 
and glory, for only then will this be 
answered. 

The only “give” seritence in the prayer 
is asking for daily bread. Just think 
how full most prayers are of requests 
for things we want. 

Christ died on the cross, and we are 
forgiven because He paid our debt on 
Calvary. We should forgive others be- 
cause God for Christ’s sake forgave us. 

God is the only One who can deliver 
us from evil, and lead us safely through 
temptation. Then the prayer ends with 
praise. 

Why not teach children to praise the 
Lord in their prayers? If they are so 
trained, they will be more effective in 
their praying, for most prayers begin, 
continue, and end with one idea: “Give 
me these things I want.” 

Paul tells us that we do not know how 
to pray as we ought, but the Holy Spirit 
prays for us, and He can teach us what 
to ask. 

Christ also is constantly praying for 
us. That is His constant work during 
the years of our lives. 

How thankful we must be that while 
we can ask our Heavenly Father for all 
things we need, our safety and stead- 
fastness do not depend on our prayers, 
but on God’s faithfulness and the inter- 
cession of the Man in Glory, and the 
Holy Spirit. 

Little children can believe in the Lord 
Jesus Christ and they can learn really 
to pray. The child who early learns to 
pray has the greatest safeguard in the 
world. In these days of juvenile de- 
linquency, our attention is forcibly 
called to the sin which may overtake 
even @ little child. No child is safe out- 
side God’s family. Only those who be- 
lieve in Christ have the indwelling 
Spirit, and the privilege of prayer. What 
an incentive to pray for the salvation 
of every little one in your class!

AY, fellows, “poor in spirit,” “meek,” 

thirst{ing] .after righteousness,” 
“pure in heart,” “peacemakers” — as the 
old farmer said when he went to the 
circus and saw a giraffe for the first 
time, “They ain’t no sech animal!” Who 
wants to be “poor” in anything, meek, 
thirsty, pure in heart, making peace? 
This is a day of self-assertiveness, push- 
ing ahead, thirsting for achievement and 
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applause, and not for puritans and the 
peace-loving. That is the way the mad, 
rushing world looks upon the “stand- 
ards” of Jesus Christ. Some Christians 
even look upon them as unattainable. 
They regard them as high, impossible 
targets set up by our Lord with the 
thought: “My followers cannot hope to 
reach them, but it will help them to 
lift their aim—and let them shoot as 
high as they can!” That is a tragic 
mistake. Our Lord never laid down any 
rule or principle but that He expected 
His followers to work it out 100 per cent. 

The difficulty with us is this: we look 
upon the Lord Jesus more as a Teacher 
than as a Redeemer; more as a Guide 
than as a Saviour. He is a Teacher and 
Guide, but first of all and more im- 
portant, He is Redeemer and Saviour. 
When Jesus died on Calvary He pur- 
chased by His shed blood not only our 
redemption from sin, but He purchased 
for us the desire for the very form of 
righteousness expressed in the Beati- 
tudes. We accept salvation from His 
hands, but we overlook the fact that 
we can also accept this other gift which 
He offers us: a love and a longing for 
purity, meekness, peace, and the high 
level of righteousness to which He 
points. 

“Poor in spirit’—that is, a pauper 
in spirit. The thought of being a pau- 
per is abhorrent to us. We have a proud 
spirit, and we like to think we can do 
things under our own will power. We 
must get rid of that idea; it leads only 
to failure. We must realize ourselves 
as paupers who have nothing but empty 
vessels to be filled, then bring ourselves 


_ to the feet of Jesus, paupers in spirit, 


to receive from Him the marvelous gift 
of power which He is ready to bestow. 
Even the great Apostle Paul for a very 
brief time got on the wrong track along 
this line when he begged the Lord to 
remove a “thorn in the flesh,” and the 
Lord answered, “My grace is sufficient 
for thee: for my strength is made per- 
fect in weakness” (2 Cor. 12:7-10).,

Give the fol- 
lowing references to different pupils to 
have ready. As each question is an- 
swered, print on the road the corre- 
sponding idea: studying the Bible, pray- 
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.ing, pleasing God. Do you think the 


young Jesus enjoyed Bible reading and 
studying Sunday school lessons? He 
certainly enjoyed talking such things 
over with the teachers in the Temple 
(Luke 2:46, 47). Do you think He 
prayed to His Heavenly Father?

God in all the little and big things of 
His life? (Mark 1:11.) 


Did you promise Him something last 
Sunday? “Master, I will ——” (let the 
children finish the verse). Do you think, 
then, that we must walk these same 
parts of the road He traveled? Today 
we are going to find out just what the 
Lord Jesus Himself told Peter and An- 
drew, James, and John, about the prayer 
part of the road we are all to follow 
along. 


I suppose you all say your prayers 
at night, and perhaps ih the morning, 
too. Is that praying? — Well, let me tell 
you about two men the Lord described. 
I suppose each of them thought he was 
praying. One of them got up and prayed 
in the synagogue (church), where all 
the people could hear him. Then he went 
out on the busiest street corner where 
passers-by could see him, looked very 
prayerlike (picture or flannelgraph may 
be used here), and went through his 
prayers., The second man went all alone 
into his own room, where no one could 
see him (picture or flannelgraph), and 
prayed to God. Whom did the first 
man want to have hear him, God or the 
people? Was he really praying — talk- 
ing with God? The Lord Jesus called 
that kind of pray-er a fake, a hypo- 
crite. Whom did the second man want 
to have hear him? And God did. 


Now to come back to you. Do you 
say your prayers for’ Mother to hear 
or for God? I am afraid sometimes 
we've repeated the same prayer so often 
we just say it and don’t pray it. I think 
God likes a simple little prayer in our 
own words of what we really want to 
say to Him, better than a memorized 
prayer we have learned to say over and 
over. 


But to help Peter and John and you 
and me know how to pray, He has given 
us a sample prayer. We call it the Lord’s 
Prayer. We can probably all say it 
together, but can you say it alone? (Al- 
low several or all the children to try.) 
Were you praying when you said the 
prayer then? (Lead pupils to see the 
difference between merely reciting the 
words and true prayer.) 


I think we could really pray this 
prayer if we thought what it means. 
(Have prepared strips of cardboard 
bearing the separate clauses, which may 
be added one to another as discussed; 
or write them instead on the blackboard, 
using one color of chalk for the parts 
of the prayer concerned with God’s per- 
son and work, and another for our 
needs.) Discuss carefully the meaning 
of each clause. At the conclusion, ask 
a question te cover each part of the 
prayer, which, when answered in the 
affirmative; may be expressed in the 
formal wording of the prayer: thus, Do 
you really want to talk to God? (“Our 
Father which art in heaven.”)

Can WE FoLttow THEM? 


HAT are some of the standards set 

forth by the Lord Jesus? How did 
He live up to them? What part did 
prayer have in His life? What attitude 
did He take toward people in need? 
What attitude did He take toward people 
who opposed Him and lived contrary to 
the will of God? How does He expect 
us to live up to the standards that He 
gave? 

Make a chart to bring to class show- 
ing in one column the characteristics of 
the “blessed” people in the Beatitudes, 
and in another column the rewards. 
Study a good commentary, and collect 
illustrations of the important issues. 

As we talk about standards we may 
think especially of conduct, social rela- 
tionships and recreation, because it is 
in these outward respects that standards 
are tested in the view of our neighbors, 
but the Beatitudes emphasize equally the 
condition of the inner nature. It may 
seem inconsistent to expect blessedness or 
happiness to come from the characteris- 
tics mentioned here, yet in these brief 
verses we find the recipe for the truest, 
deepest kind of happiness that we can 
know .in this world, and who doesn’t 
want to be happy! We shall list here 
only the qualifications for blessedness, 
with Scripture that will guide discussion: 
1. The poor in spirit (1 Tim. 1:15; 2 Cor. 

12:9). 
2. They that mourn (Matt. 3:2; Psa. 30: 
5). 
3. The meek (Titus 3:1-7). 
. They which do hunger and thirst 
(John 4:12; Acts 1:8). 
. The merciful (Matt. 5: 43-48). 
. The pure in heart (Psa. 17:15). 
. Peacemakers (Eph. 2:11-18). 
. Persecuted ones (John 16:33; 2 Cor. 
4:8-18).

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and social aspects of this basis for hap- 
piness. Note the progressive experience 
of the Christian toward a personal real- 
ization of joy in salvation and an ever- 
increasing awareness of the nearness of 
God. Note also the wholesome heart- 
attitude toward other people, even those 
who ate enemies. The “poor in spirit,” 
for example, are not unhappy folks, but 
those who recognize their constant need 
of God and helplessness without Him. 
Instead of being flippant or indifferent, 
these happy yet serious people will 
“mourn” and be burdened because of 
human insufficiencies, their own and 
their neighbors’, Are you one who 
“mourns” because the world needs 
Christ? 

How are the standards of the girls in 
this class tested? At school and church 
it is often easy to keep separated from 
those with different ideals, but in min- 
gling with working groups this is much 
harder. Do your girls have difficult 
problems to solve? Do they have clear- 
cut Christian habits, attitudes, and goals 
in order to meet trying situations and 
be convincing in their testimony? (1 Pet. 
3:15.) Some people may endeavor to 
convince you that you can follow the 
“Sermon on the Mount” without prayer, 
Bible study, or a close relationship with 
Christ. The Beatitudes show us that 
this cannot be done. You cannot be a 
“blessed” person unless Christ has the 
pre-eminence, and unless you maintain 
consistent fellowship with Him. He 
must be totally important to you. Be 
willing to be “persecuted for righteous- 
ness’ sake” if necessary, but do not let 
down your ideals.

his way to work. At one of the stops 
he saw one of his pals enter the car 
and stand on the platform. He got up 
to join his friend, when he was met by 
this Walloon S.S. Just at that moment 
the car was turning a corner and, as 
Henry had had infantile paralysis 
which leftshim lame in one leg, he was 
thrown against the S.S. man. The fel- 
low drew his revolver and asked Henry 
to hand over his identity card. This 
demand was refused. Then the SS. 
threatened to shoot, but Henry stood 
firm, maintaining that he had done noth- 
ing that justified the demand for the 
identity card. The S.S. fortunately did 
not shoot, but called two German sol- 
diers to his help and forcibly took 
Henry’s card, saying that he was go- 
ing to accuse him before the German 
authorities of contempt of the Wehr- 
macht. Upon arrival at the Komman- 
dantur, Henry was told to take off his 
coat and glasses, and delivered into the 
hands of three German thugs, who for 
twenty minutes battered this poor in- 
firm boy with their fists. He was then 
allowed to go. 


The family for the last two years 
have lived under the constant menace 
of interference by the Gestapo. Dr. Van- 
steenberghe himself and his eldest son, 
Carlos, have kept clear of all political 
activity, making their spiritual work 
their sole concern. It is thanks to this 
fact that the Mission has never been 
disturbed and was able to pursue its 


course all through the years of German. 


occupation. 


During these war years God has surely 
vindicated the work He commenced. here 
twenty-six years ago through Mr. and 
Mrs. Ralph Norton and maintained lib- 
erally by Christians in America. Now 
that deliverance has come by the Allied 
Armies, the Mission looks to God for a 
great. expansion, that the Gospel of His 
loving grace may be effectively taken 
to the needy Belgian population of eight 
and one half millions. 


The above is the story as told me in 
Dr. Vansteenberghe’s own words. As I 
have visited the Mission four times, — 
in 1921, ’31, ’39, and °44, may I add my 
personal testimony to the deep spiritu- 
ality of the work and to the blessed 
results as I have seen them.

not weary in well doing,” are the weekly 
prayer meeting and the Sunday evening 
service. In many churches today there 
is neither a midweek prayer meeting 
nor an evening service Sundays. But 
we cannot let go these important en- 
gagements in our churches without grave 
loss to ourselves and to our effectiveness 
in witnessing to Christ. Pastors need the 
help of their people today in holding 
the spiritual front at these two vital 
points. 

Looking back over his early ministry 
at Ferme Park Baptist Church, London, 
England, Dr. Charles Brown tells how 
much it meant to him to have his peo- 
ple stand by the midweek service and 
the Sunday evening service. He had 
left a settled, comfortably filled church 
for a new work not yet established when 
he went to Ferme Park. The first two 
years were critical ones, with the temp- 
tation at times to wonder if he had done 
the right thing in making the move. 
But he says: “During those critical 
days the behavior of the folk who had 
called me was, humanly, my sheet 
anchor. They were nearly all twicers, 
and also came largely to the week eve- 
ning service. They had put their hands 
to this plow, and never looked back.” 

That is a great thing for a minister 
to be able to say of his people. Of how 
many church members today could it 
be said they are “twicers” in their at- 
tendance at. God’s house each Lord’s 
Day? The fact is that preachers all over 
are disturbed over the desertion of God’s 
house on Sunday nights, and many are 
greatly handicapped in making the eve- 
ning service a soul-winning service be- 
cause most of their people consider their 
duty done if they attend the morning 
worship. They seem not to care how 
their preacher fares trying to warm up 
to a Gospel sermon Sunday night be- 
fore a lot of empty pews. 

Here is a clear call to God’s people 
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today to carry on for Him by rallying 
to the evening service and making it 
a strong soul-winning force once more. 
And with this should go a return to the 
midweek prayer meeting as being of the 
very heart and life of a vital church 
giving effective testimony in the com- 
munity. 

It has been pointed out that there are 
two uses in Acts 2:46, 47 of the word 
“daily” that are very significant if we 
want our churches to be growing 
churches. “And they, continuing daily 
with one accord in the temple, and 
breaking bread from house to house, did 
eat their meat with gladness and single- 
ness of heart, praising God, and having 
favour with all the people. And the 
Lord added to the church daily such as 
should be [were being] saved.” If God 
is to do His work of adding to the 
church, Christians must do their work 
of “continuing” faithfully both in the 
public worship and witness of the eve-

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Placing Christian Books in Our 
Public Libraries 


By J. B. Spiliman

ISITING public libraries for the For fone foot Oe 


purpose of finding out what they are 
doing to develop Christian character, 
and to spread a knowledge of the Word 
of God and the way of salvation, is most 
interesting. 

You will need a reliable measuring 
rod so as to make a correct analysis 
of the library. The one I use is a list 
of books that has been prepared with 
the help of such men as Frank E. Gaeb- 
elein, Litt.D.; J. D. Eggleston, LL.D.; J. 
P. McCallie, Ph.D., LL.D.; H. Framer 
Smith, D.D!, Th.D., Ph.D.; and others. 
The books are arranged by subjects, 
using the World’s Christian Fundamen- 
tals Association doctrinal statement for 
the first nine subjects, and adding 
evangelism, Christian life, philosophy, 
reference books, Bible story books, 
Christian biography, and Christian fic- 
tion, — sixteen subjects in all. We en- 
deavored to have on this list a number 
of the best books written on each sub- 
ject named. This list contained 134 titles 
not counting story Bibles, Christian 
biography, and Christian fiction. 

Here is what we found in a few libra- 
ries. The Charlotte (N. C.) Public 
Library Had 55 of the 134 titles, and they 
were well distributed. Forty-three of 
these books had circulated 1,197 times, 
an average of 26 each, according to the 
library cards in the back of the books. 
Some books had been rebound, the cards 
were new, and so this does not repre- 
sent the total circulation. The Gaston 
County Library had 33 of the 134 books, 
and they had circulated an average of 
14 times each. <A library with 11,000 
volumes and a circulation of 70,000 copies 
a year had none. One with 7,000 copies 
and 37,000 circulation had three copies. 
Other small libraries had one or two. 
The average library had books by Fos- 
dick, E. Stanley Jones, Bruce Barton, 
Federal Council writers and other Mod- 
ernists, but practically no Fundamen- 
tal Christian books. There were no 
biographies of Martin Luther, John 
Calvin, Charles H. Spurgeon, John 
Wesley, Finney, Moody, or George 
Miiller. David Livingstone’s life was 
in some libraries. This was espe- 
cially true of the small libraries. A 
few of these biographies were in the 
Charlotte and Gaston libraries. Yet in 
all of ‘these small cities and towns where 
there was.a library there were Baptist, 
Lutheran, Methodist, and Presbyterian 
churches, 

I became interested in this work when 
I placed in the Charlotte Library fifty

After they had been in the 
library fifteen months, I checked up on 
the circulation and found that they had 
been taken out 777 times, an average 
of once a month. That was five years 
ago, and all but seven copies.are still 
in the library and being read.

Following Up Absentees 
By Ruth E. Dow 


N FOLLOWING up absentees, I follow 

up my: scrapbook. Several pages are 
devoted to suggestions for absentee 
cards. These suggestions include clip- 
pings from Sunday school lesson helps, 
Sunday school supply advertising, and 
samples, When a card is to be sent, I 
look these over for one appropriate. The 
verse or inscription may be much 
changed when copied on a government 
penny postal. An illustration may be 
cut from pictures in magazines and 
pasted on. I find that Sears’ catalogues 
furnish good-sized smiling boys and girls 
in color, or an empty chair, or a bicycle. 
(Frequently appropriate pictures are 
tucked into the scrapbook loose for 
future convenience.) Other times a sim- 
ple sketch of the church or an empty 
chair or other object is made. When I 
have used a particular design for an 
individual, I put his initials by the scrap- 
book sample to prevent repetition. 
Usually I employ the same design for 
all absentees of a given week, Making 
one’s own absentee cards decreases the 
cost by at least half of the commercial 
cards. Originality and variety are pos- 
sible, and the cards have a more personal 
touch. 

Sometimes the card may be just a per- 
sonal note. The note may mention*an 
interesting feature of the class session 
which the absentee missed, or give the 
important point of the lesson, or tell of 
something to come, or be concerned with 
outside interests of the pupil. I fre- 
quently send cards to all the class mem- 
bers whether absentees or not; for chil- 
dren love to receive mail, and it hardly 
seems fair to pay more attention to those 
who are absent (especially if absence 
is due to lack of interest or careless- 
ness) than to the faithful. The cards 
to those present may serve as a re- 
minder to the pupil of the lesson appli- 
cation to his life, or contain a word of 
appreciation and praise. 

I vary the time in the week when 
the cards are sent. This is sometimes 
the result of my own convenience; other 
times I have a purpose. If the card

stresses the missing of the absentee, the 
earlier in the week it is sent the better; 
if the intention is to stir the pupil to 
attend the following Sunday, late in the 
week is preferable. Neither do I send 
irregular pupils a card every week. I 
think a card receives more attention if 
its arrival is not taken for granted. 

At times in a rural community I have 
had pupils from five or more miles away, 
whose attendance was dependent upon 
weather and transportation. When they 
were unable to be present, I usually sent 
a’ letter telling in detail of the class 
session missed and the important points 
brought out, with illustrative stories, 
etc., to make it interesting. When there 
were more than one from that school 
district, I sent the letter to a different 
one each week and asked that one to 
circulate it among the others at school. 
Sometimes each of the class members 
present wrote a short note to be sent 
all together to these enforced absentees. 
During the winter when bicycling be- 
came entirely impossible, I tried to main- 
tain contact with them in other ways 
also. Quarterlies and story papers were 
sent by mail. Christmas remembrances 


were mailed when the children could’ 


not attend the tree. Once the local 
members all went by car for a social 
time on Saturday afternoon in the 
schoolhouse of the farther community 
(by permission of the school committee). 

The novelty of excuses for absence 
from Sunday schcol interested another

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class. The original idea for this came 
from some Sunday school journal to 
which I cannot now give credit. In 
our use of the idea in a small class, a 
booklet of varicolored paper, with one 
page for every Sunday of the quarter, 
was fastened together. Each page was 
ornamented by a pasted picture appro- 
priate to the season or the lesson. Every 
pupil present signed his name, and this 
constituted the attendance record. When 
an absentee returned, he had to write 
his own excuse in the book on the page 
for each Sunday missed and sign his 
name. “I forgot” or “I just didn’t get 
ready in time”. looked rather silly in 
writing. In this class the members were 
well acquainted with each other, so a 
pupil could not well forge an alibi, for 
his neighbor chums usually would know 
the truth. If a pupil was away from 
home and attended Sunday school else- 
where, this fact was recorded. 

In conclusion, doubtless the most ef- 
fective means of following up absentees 
is following them up in prayer. The 
Spirit may suggest to us the right thing 
that will influence them, or He may 
move them from within, or there may 
be a perfect junction of the two like the 
exact coincidence of a tunnel bored from 
either end. °
